Disaster Was Caused by Blunder of 
Some Employee of Railroad, but 
Blame Has Not Been Fixed. 
The Collision Occurred 
Near Chicago. 


Chicago, Ilis., Novemver 12.—More 
than one-half the passengers on an im- 
migrant train on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad were killed and injured in a col- 
lision today between the passenger train 
and a freight near Woodville, Ind. 

One hundred and sixty-five passengers 
were on the train, and of these forty- 
seven were either killed outright or were 
Murned to death in the fire which broke 
out in the wreckage immediately after 
the collision. The names of all the 
dead will probably never be known, as 
forty-five of the dead bodies were con- 
sumed in the flames or were so badly 
burned that identification will be out of 
the question. ' 

Thirty-eight people were injured and 
several of these will die. Eighty others 
escaped unhurt, but lost nearly all their 


baggage and clothing. 
Disaster Caused by Blunder. 

The disaster was caused by a blunder 
©f some employee of the railroad com- 
pany, but just where the blame lies has 
not as yet been determined. The pas- 
senger train which was loaded with Rus- 
tian Jews, Servians and Poles, all of them 
recent arrivals in this country, are bound 
for Chicago or places in the northwest, 
was the second section of a through train 


from Baltimore. 

The engineer of.the freight train, No. 
$6, on instructions received at McCool, 
indiana, waiteq at a siding at Babcocs, 
lnd., to allow the immigrant train to 
ress, One report is that the engineer of 
the freight train had not been informed 
that the passenge- train was running in 
two sections; the other is that the ‘ivs: 
section of the passenger train carried no 
hghts or signals of any kind indicating 
that a second section was clhese behind. 

As soon as the first section of the imm!- 
grant train had passed the switch at Bab- 
cock. the freight train in charge of En- 
gineer Burke and Conductor Meste 
etarted eastward. A light snow was fali- 
ing, which increased the darkness in 
the early morning, and as the freight was 
rounding a sharp curve just west of 
Woodville the second section of the immi- 
erant train came in sight a short dis- 
tance away, tearing toward Chicago at 
the rate of 40 miles an hour. The two 
‘rains came together with unslackened 
speed, and in the crash six pasenger 
coaches and several freight cars were 
knocked into kindling wood, and together 
with the’ locomotives, went rolling qown 
the 10-foot embankment. ‘ 

Victims Burned to Death. 

Fire broke out almost immediately ‘n 
the wreckage, afd, although a number 
of the injured were saved by the desper- 
ate efforts of the train crew and surviv- 
ing passengers, the greater part of those 
who were pinned down in the debris were 
burned to death. The flames spread 
through the wreckage #° rapidly that it 
was impossible te save @ number of pé@)- 
rle who were but slightly hurt, but were 
held fast bv timbers that weighted then 
down. These were burned in plain sight 
-of the throng which stood around the 
acene of the disaster utterly unabke fto 
lend assistance in any way. The fire 
continued until all the shattered cars 
were entirely consumed, and of the forty: 
seven persons whose death followed t%e 
collision, 45 were burned to ashes. 

Harrowing, Scenes at Station. 

A large number of the relatives of pas- 
l-fated train were in 
Chicago awaiting the arrival and when 
the report was received that many had 
been killed and injured in a wreck the 
acenes around the Baltimore and Ohio 
station were harrowing. Men were there 
who had come to this country to escape 
the massacres in Ruasia and who after 
months of hard work had saved enough 
to pay the passage of members of their 
families and their grief when they be-

which are the result of years, can be). 


changed in a day by the adoption of any 
rule or the ¢nactment of any special leg- 
islation. To solve the race question will 
require not only time, but patience and 
judgment on the part of the waite man, 
and upon the part of the negro it will 
call for the exercise of more common 
sense. and a far greater appreciation Of 
his moral responsibility. The negro has 
the benefit of our example, council and 
advice, and we should protect him when 
he needs protection, but at the same 
time we should make him understand 
that as a citizen he has duties and re- 
sponsibilities as well as the white’ man 
and the degree in which he measures up 
Ae get would determine his rise or 
all.’’ 


As to Deportation. 

Governor Heyward then enumerated the 
solutions of the problem which had ween 
Suggested and tried from time to time 
and all of which had failed. 

In reference to the plan to deport ne- 
groes, Governor Heyward said the de- 
portation could not be attempted uwun- 
less it became a national and not a 
Southern movement. Such a movement, 
he said, would not be attempte: 
the negro problem. is better understood 
and more acute at the north wan it is 
now. 

“In the course of time,’’ he continued, 
“the negro, who is now rapidly increas- 


ing in certain cities of the north, may, | 
by his failure to meet the expectations 
of the people of the north and his own! 
consequent responsibilities, become sucha 
hindrance and menace that our northern 
friends will be ready to do something 
more than simply give advice to the 
south.’’ 

Governor Heyward did not believe that 
the antagonism between the races in 
the south was as bad as had been re- 
ported. “That conditions are far from 
satisfactory I will admit,” he said, ‘‘but 
I do not believe that the southern people 
are standing on a volcano and that we 
are not far removed from arace war. One! 
race riot in the city of Atlanta condemned 
by the people and press of Atlanta and 
the south does not mean a race war any 
more than a similar riot in Ohio is a 
forerunner of a massacre throughout the 
north. I will admit that during the past 
year, on account of numerous and atroci- 
ous crimes committed by a certain class 
of negroes, followed by swift and sum- 
mary punishment by the whites; on ac- 
count of the unwise and mistaken policy 
pursued by the great majority of the ne- 
gro race.in not condemning these crimes; 
the foolish and malicious attitude as- 
sumed by certain northern newspapers 
aided and abetted, I regret to say, by a 
few sensational papers in the south, and 
lastly, as if these were not enough within 
themselves, to work our undoing, the 
indiscreet utterancés of those who should 
and do know better, have conspired to 
Stir up strife and make conditions appear 
far worse than they really are. 

“But the great danger in the present 
Situation is that when people make up 
their minds that trouble is brewing and 
go out to find it, they are apt to get just 
what they are looking for, but on the 
other hand if they will keep ther heads, 
things are apt to work out right in the 
long run. 


Indolence of the Negro. 


“Any solution of our race problem in 
the south deals as much with the negro 
as with the white man, but one of the 
greatest barriers to any advancement 
of the negro is his natural indolence. This 
explains his failure to use his oppor- 
tunity, and in this he alone is responsible 
for the disastrous results which follow. 
An innate sense of irresponsibility lies at 
the bottom of the negro’s lack of respect 
for the law—this laek of respect being in 
contradistinction to a certain fear of the 
law's penalties which he may sometimeg 
feel. If there were neither murder, ar- 
son nor criminal assaults it can be safely 
said there would be no lgnching. Thege 
crimes do not receive anything like their 
just measure of condemnation from the 
negro race. The white man must help 
the negro, but it is absolutely necessary 
the negro must help himself. The white 
race is the predominant race and the 
negro must understand once and for all 
that the bounds of the social and politi- 
cal questions will be determined by the 
white man alone and by the white man’s 
code. He has a right to expect that his 
civil status should be the same in every 
respect as is that of the white man, A 
proper understanding of these funda- 
mental principles by the negro—and there 
fs no reason why he should not under- 
stand—would be a long step in the right 
direction. If he refuses to adjust him- 
self to these inflexible conditions, then 
the negro will have to go. The first step 
we should take, is a strict enforcement 
of our vagrancy laws, It is the duty of 
the white man to upnold his own laws. 
When a mob for any reason whatever 
takes the law into its own hands a blow 
is struck at the very root of our own 
civilization. The mob spirit is ruled en- 
tirely by a desire for revenge and a total 
disregard for all the forms of established 
aw. This being true, the very basis of 
all law is endangered.”

PULL OUT ELECTRICITY 


i2.—Before a number of medical 

men and scientists yesterday, Drs. 
Albert J. Atkins and EB. J. Lewis suc- 
ceeded in charging an electrical circuit 
with human electricity to such a degree 
that external sound waves were trans- 
mitted and heard through an ordinary 
telephone receiver. The experiment con- 
sisted of the application of two platinum 
electrodes to the walis of the living 
stomach. By means of cOpper wires, 
the electrodes were connected with a

instrument which greatly intensifies 
sound. There absolutely was no mechan- 
ical or chemical battery in the circuit, 
yet the moment the electrodes were 
swallowed sufficiently to touch the walls 
of the stomach, human electricity flow- 
ed over the wires, rendering audible 
sounds. The electric charge measured 
from 7 to 8 milti-volts on a Weston 
galvanometer. 

_Colonel E. P. Richardson, the subject 
of experiment, swallowed the electrodes 
and sucgeeded in retaining them for a 
considerable time. After a brief rest, 


he was given a drink of whisky, and on 
again connecting the electrodes with the 
interior Hning of his stomach the gal- 
vanometer registered {5 milti-volts. 

Drs. Atkins and Lewis assert that by 
this experiment they have demonstrated 
the law of action of the human senses. 
They reason that if sound is transmitted 
over a copper wire when it is charged 
with human electricity, it is reasonable 
to consider the principle the same when 
the auditory nerve is charged with the 
same force; in other words, we hear 
when the auditory nerve is made sensi- 
tive with human electricity on the same 
principle by which we receive a tele- 
phone message. Furthermore, the scien- 
tists claim that by a series of experi- 
ments they have proven that digestion 
is an electro-chemic process; that all 
life action in the body is dependent upon 
the activity of the electrical forces 
within the organism, and that varia- 
tions of sense manifestation, as sight, 
hearing, etc., are caused by the different 
rates of vibration set up by the human 
electrical currents acting on the special 
sense nerves.

Thousands of negroes thronged Macon's 
streets this morning in the opening pa- 
rade of the first colored state fair ever 
held. Early this morning they flocked 
toward Macon on all trains and by noon 
when the parade started there must have 
bee: 20 to 25,000 to view the floats.

Shortly after noon there wete exercises 
at Central City park, in which the chief 
feature was the address of Booker T. 
Washington. Mayor Pro Tem. Dure was 
present to speak for the city, Mayor 
Smith having gone to Savannah. Pres- 
ident Wright, of the Colored Fair Asso- 
ciation, and other negroes, also made 
brief addresses. 

Thousands of negroes and many whites 
heard the address of Booker Washing- 
ton. It was received with most favor- 
able comments from both races. He Zpoke 
in part as follows: ’ 

“What you have done here would have 
been helpdul at any period of our growth. 
It is most helpful just now when there 
hag been so much in the atmosphere that 
would tend to discourage those who seek 
the highest welfare of our people. 1 
congratulate Professor Wright and his 
associates especially because of the fact 
that instead of sitting down and whining 
and complaining and finding fault with 
soms one else, they have gone forward 
hopefully, courageously and wisely and 
placed here this object lesson in the cen- 
ter of Georgia and the heart of the south 
to demonstrate to the world that the ne- 
rgo is making progress; not only that he 
is making progress, but that he has 
friends among the best class of white 
people here in the south who mean to 
stand by him and encourage him in every 
worthy effort. This fair, with all that it 
stands for, serves to, make our people 
fee] that there is a chance for them to 
make progress in this and other southern 
states. 

“There is no hope for any individual, 
or for any race, who begins to despair, 
who begins to fee] that there is no chance | 
for him. There is a chance, a magnificent , 
chance, for every black man right hete 
in the south who will make up his mind 
that he will deyote his life in righteous 
directions. 


Dignity of Labor. 

“This fair shows in a large degree 
what the industrious, law-abiding negro 
can produce, In a large degree we must 
become not only consumers, but pro- 
ducers throughout the south. We must 
emphasize constantly in the family, in the 
school, through the public. press, the im- 
portance of teaching all of our people 
the dignity and beauty of labor. Not 
only this, we must remember that a 
large part of the industrial activity of 
the south is dependent upon us. We 
have it, in a large degre, in our con- 
trol. We shall hold on to our share of 
the agricultural, mechanical and house- 
hold work so long a8 We can prove to 
the world that we can get as much out 
of this line of endeavor as other races. 
The minute we fal) to do so, some one 
else will take the place that we now fill. 
When we fail to get the most out of the 
soil, out of mechanics, out of household 
work. or out of any other occupation. 
that moment we shall be asked to move 
on and somebody else will take our 
places. 

“We must not only teach the dignity 
of labor, but impress upon our people 
thoroughly the importance of being re- 
liable and progressive in their work. Too 
often the charge is made with truth that | 
the average negro saanenialll cannot be | 
depended upon for regular and progres- | 
sive work; that he will labor until he} 
gets a few dollars, and will then snend ; 
that in idleness or riotous living before | 
he returns to his labor. This kind of i 
reputation will damage any race of} 
people. 

“There is no class of people that is| 
doing more harm to our race just now | 
than the loafer, the tramp, the man, 
who spends his time idling around street, 
corners, bar rooms or dirty dives. |

Seaboard in both directions from Helena, which connection, with others de- 
pendent upon these two Seaboard trains, affects the mail and passenger 
service of more counties than any other one connection in the whole state, 


| with the exception of the large cities. 


Perhaps ten thousand people are dependent upon their mai] by this 


‘routing. If-it is on time they get their mail early in the morning by direct 


delivery in the towns, or by R. F. D. delivery from the towns. If that con- 
nection is missed, the mail of ter thousand people is not delivered until late 
that evening, and by R. F. D. carriers not until next morning—a practical 
loss of twenty-four ‘hours’ time. 

Thousands of protests have been filed against the regularity with vary 
this important connection is missed.- The people are naturally up i ms 
about it. Superintendent of the Mail Service Terrell is overwhelm he 
complaints concerning it. He makes an interesting statement concerning 
the matter, showing his helplessness and emphasizing the fact that he is 
doing everything in his power to remedy the trouble. 

Superintendent Terrell shows that this constant failure to connect at 
Helena grows out of the fact that the Southern holds its nitht departure 
from Atlanta to make connection with its western service. 

In other words, ten thousand people are inconvenienced, and hundreds of 


} business men are forced to get their mail a day late, in order to accommo 


date a train more than two hours late from the west. 

The Constitution respectfully submits that this is an outrage and that 
there is a remedy for it. 

The remedy is, first, within the power of the railroad management, to 
which Superintendent Terrell has appealed. He asks it not to delay its mail 
departure from Atlanta when connecting trains are belated, but to send out 
their mail trains on time, and then to dispatch their delayed trains on 
independent schedules when they arrive. 

This step has been taken by the Atlanta and West Point railroad. It 
now sends its Montgomery and New Orleans trains out from Atlanta on 
scheduled time in the afternoon, when the Southern’s connection is more 
than three hours late—and this is a frequent occurrence. 

If the railroad does not remedy this trouble by its voluntary action in 
following the suggestion of the superintendent of the railway mail service, 
then it is the duty of the railroad: commission to take the matter up and 
pass an order intended to meet these deficiencies. 

If there is now any question about the authority of the commission, 
there will be none after the next legislature meets: but in the meantime, 
there are plenty of ways by which vigorous action on the part-of the com- 
mission can have the effect of forcing at least some sort of attention by 
the railroads to the observance of their schedules. 

It is a case of “take it off, or knock it off,” and it seems to us that 
it would be policy on the part of the railroads to be guided by the first 
of these two alternatives.

A NEEDED REFORM IN NEW YORK. 


Whatever questions may thhave been raised with regard to the necessity 
for reform along certain lines, there can be no doubt but that New York’s 
election laws are sadly in want of repair. 

It was generally conceded on Friday following the election of last Tues- 
day that the democratic candidate for Jieutenant governor, Chanler, had an 
approximate majority of 3,000 votes. Suddenly, on Saturday, comes the an- 
nouncement of the “discovery” of 5,000 additional republican votes of the 
existence of which, prior to that time, nothing seems to have been known! 

What a transparent farce! It calls to mind the old but applicable 
story of reconstruction days, when a certain Georgia county, in answer to 
the query, “What majority has Doe for governor there?” would promptly 
reply, “How much do you need?” 

Those days have-passed, and we are living in a time when such things 
are impossible in Georgia. But not so in New York. In that great state, 
where every hamlet—yes, every country home—is in reach, if not by tele- 
graph, at least by telephone, and where election results should be in hand 
and tabulated almost immediately following the closing of the polls, we are 
informed four days later of the “discovery” of enough heretofore unknown 
republican votes to change the result! 

Such a thing gives evidence that the election laws of the great state 
that claims to lead are worse than defective, affording loopholes for fraud 
which no other state should tolerate. 

Here in Georgia The Constitution has time and again presented the com- 
plete election results on the morning following the casting of the vote. At 
noon of the day following an election, the official count is made in every 
county, the official result is announced, and there is no going back of it. 

We are not familiar with the details of the New York election laws, but 
honesty demands the adoption of some such system in that state. New York 
state owes it not only to herself, but to the country before which she poses 
as preceptor, to obliterate from her statute books a law which not only per- 
mits, but appears to éncourage, the worst forms of fraud.

The Central 1s 
not alone culpable in this respect. 
There is no doubt that mumerous 
cases of the same nature might be 
given, involving other lines. 

When it comes to holding a train 
for hour or more, twice in one 
week, delaying and inconveniencing 
perhaps a hundred passengers, in or- 
der that somebody’s private car may 
reach its destination promptly, it 
seems to us it is time for the law 
to step in and call a halt. 

In the special instances referred to

These plans 
provide for making Rome the head of 
navigation on the Coosa river and 
thence to the gulf; for the perma- 
nent working of the Chattahoochee 
so that the needs of that important 
waterway may have regular atten- 
tion: for the further development of 
the Flint river to Albany; of the Sa- 
vannah river as far up as Augusta, 
and the Ocmulgee as far up as Ma- 
con. 

The wide benefit of such improve- 
ments, which could be secured at a 
comparatively reasonable expendi- 
ture, are hard to overestimate.

MORE PEONAGE INDICTMENTS 


Returned by United States Grand 
Jury at Pensacola. 
Pensacola, Fila., November 12.—(Spe- 
cial.j}—Another indictment, charging 
conspiracy to commit peonage, was re- 
turned by the United States grand jury 
today against W. 8S. Halan, manager of 
the Jackson Lumber Company, of Lock- 
hart, Ala.; Robert Gallagher and Oscar 
Sanders, employees of the company, and 
John Atwell, a deputy sheriff of Walton 
county.

No. 14, which carries the mail south from 
Atlanta, has also been losing and missing 
its connections. In fact, almost all of 
the Southern trains have been so late 
that both the mail pouches, tourists, 
traveling men and the general public have 
been missing connections with irritable 
frequency. 

The Southern is due to arrive at Helena 
at 3:42 a. m., with mail from Atlanta. 
The eastbound Seaboard train passes He- 
lena at 5:15, and the westbound Sea- 
board train at 5:30. These two trains, 
with the various connections they make, 
distribute the early morning mail] to not 
less than fifteen counties of middle south- 
east Georgla.

Rumor of Movement to Close 
Them Christmas Week.

Mayor Woodward and Other City 
Officials Know Nothing of Such 
Movement, and It Is Not Be- 
lieved Any Such Plan 
Will Succeed. 


A report is being circulated to the effect 
that a-movement wil] be fmaugurated to 
have the saloons closed in the city dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays and that an 
effort will be made to get the mayor 
and general council to keep the saloons 
closed a few days before Christmas and 
all of Christmas week. 

No one can be found among the city 
officials who says that he has spoken fa- 
vorably of such a movement. 

‘It is said that the rumor was started 
from some talk that prohibitionists have 
indulged in and if suc, a step was taken 
it would not come from the city authorl- 
ties. 

Mayor Woodward, when asked about the 
rumor, said that he had never heard 
of it. 

“If such a step is being contemplated,” 
he said, “I do not think it will amount 
to anything. The saloons will be kept 
closed' on Christmas day, and the police 
will be under the direction of.mysef, and 
the board will have orders to prohibit 
the least semblance of disorder. As _ I 
stated a short while ago, I shall do my 
best with the aid of the police to keep 
down any sort of trouble. This assur- 
ance, with the fact that no saloon will 
be allowed to remain open on Christmas 
day, ought to be enough to satisfy the 
most extreme and rabid prohibitionist.’’ 

No member of the police board has 
heard of any effort to close up the sa- 
loons during the holidays except on 
Christmas day, as required by law. 

Several city councilmen were seen and 
none was in favor of any such closing 
ef the whisky houses.

Statement in Regard to the Charges 
Against the Jackson Lumber 
Company—Persons Bring- 
ing the Charges Are 
All Foreigners. 


Mobile, Ala., November 12.—The United 
States grand jury at Pensacola, Fla., 
after four days’ session, returned indict- 
ments against twelve persons charging 
peonage in connection with cases which 
originated at the Jackson Lumber Com- 
pany’s camps several months since. Much 
surprise was evinced, not only by those 
indicted, but by people throughout the 
state when news of the action of the 
grand jury became known. Some of the 
persons indicted were in the court room 
when the news of the finding of the in- 
dictment became known, having been in 
attendance as witnesses before the jury. 

W. 8. Harlan, manager of the company, 
was one of those indicted, but he was 
not present. 

All of the alleged peonage cases origi- 
nated when the company imported from 
New York a number of foreigners to 
work in the lumber camps at a time when 
labor was searce. The men claimed they 
had been promised by the employment 
agencies more money than that which 
they received, when they reached the 
camps, and consequently some of them 
became dissatisfied. Some, it ig alleged, 
who never intended working, endeavored 
to make their way to other places after 
being at the place a short time, and there 
is where peonage is alleged to have ‘been 
committed, for it is charged that some 
of the bosses of the company followed, 
some of these men and after they had 
passed from Florida into Alabama, seized 
them and compelled them to return to 
the camps and work ott the amounts 
due the company.
